But the hiat-iiioiitioiied two lu'o to tlu' 
fore-front e^•erywhe^o. The dilfereiicea 
between tbeoi are being brought out aa 
they never wuro before, and their antag- 
onism bids fail' to bo. a i)f-rm;inetit fuctor 
in the future ptditii:n, i\(it. >nily uf Franco, 
but of adjacent cduntrien. Tukini,' it all 
in all, the niuat deep-seated and far- 
reaching dill'orence in tlie whole range of 
politics ia the diti'ercuce between the radi- 
cal and the opportunist. Concerning a 
political proposition, the radical nsks, Is 
it true '( But the (ippurtnni.st ask.'!, Kow 
many believe it / .Vccordiiii; .as lie re- 
gards it true or false, tile radical will do 
his utmost to promote or resist a ductrino. 
His habit of {^nins,' tu the root of thiiifja 
has wrought in him the conviction that 
what is true is good, and that what is 
morally wrong cannot bo politically rit»ht. 
Bat the opportiini.it [irijniiit<!s or reaiKta a 
policy after a eulcu latinn cf tlio chances 
that the doing the onu or llio other would 
bo more likely to secure popular favor for 
his party, and, therefore, ofiicial power 
for It, and, through it, for himself.

THE QUEKN's yol Nll .MI.NI.STlillS. 

I have just heard from a gentleman who 
was present on tho occasion, a pretty lit- 
tle story in connection with the appoiiit- 
mont of tho present ministry. When 
Lord llandolph Churchill, Sir M. H. 
Beach, and Lord George [iamilton wolit 
down to Windsor to talio tho oath of of- 
fiao, the (Jaeen lookin;; at tliem aftor tlio 
tirst greeting, said, "Dear mo, how yomiy 
you all look !" This is quite true, and in 
comparison with tho former ministry, 
whether liberal vi* conservative, the ap- 
plication qf the remark might be farther 
extended. Tho youngest man in iMr. 
Gladstone's cabinet, was Lord Iluaebery, 
who is 38. Next in order came Sir 
Charles Dilke 42, Air. Trevelyan, -17, and 
Mr. Ohamberlain, 50, though no one 
looking at tho member for Birmingham 
would imagine ho was that ago. Since ho 
came intotiflice he baa aged considerably, 
but is atill at a short distance younger 
looking than Sir Uharlea Dilke. L ird 
Randolph Churchill, at he boasted the 
Other day, is the youngest inemhor uf ilie 
cabinet, and, indeed, of tho miniatry. He 
ia only 36. Lord Geo. Hamilton is 40; Col. 
Sinnley 44, and Sir JJ. H. Beach 48. 
There is no member of the present, ininis- 
tfy as old nij liar) f-iranville. niaeh less 
M):. QladsLnno. 'I'lie [iLa-'ieii'. premier is 
DO, aa compared with Mr. Ctladstonc's 7fi 
years. The oldest mEinborb in tho I'.BiV 
cabinet are Sir Stafford Northcoto and 
Lord John jSfannor.s, who are eacli 67, 
tllflugh Lord John lonks ten years older. 
Mr. Gladstone at 70 is a liioali youngiT 
looking man than Lord John wlio, uovur- 
tbeiess, atill affects with qnaiiit results 
the sprightly m<innoi-8 of young England. 
Mr. Chamberlain haa kept the political 
boU vigorously rclliiig during tho past two 
woeka, Mr. Chamberlain went to Scot- 
land avowedly to kindle that enthusiasm 
vyithotit wliich, he observes, tho battle of 
(t}e ^nqral election may be in danger. 
Prior id" 'the last general eleotion S^r. 
Oi}anabe]:laiii> though a prominent ilgure, 
had not ^BBUmed tho cinnmanding alti- 
tude from which he now addrcaaes tho 
pation. It was Sir \S'illiani Llarcourt, 
after Mr. Gladstone, who wris tho great 
liberal platform champi.jii. oir William 
will presently iasue. from Iris retirement. 
But ho will Hnd it difficult to esoel the 



excitement'br the ineMuiris of public at- 
tention Mr. Chamberlain haa created. 

Mr. Chamberlain haa within tho last two 
years very considerably improved as a 
public speaker. Unlike Sir Charles Dilke, 
whose improvement upon another line ia 
also noteworthy, ho began public life as a 
platform speaker. It was either as chair- 
man or as the mover pf resolutions on 
Birmingham platforms that ' ho first 
learned to command tho attention and tho 
passions of a crowd. 

.MK. chamberlain's oratoky. ' 
Tho first time I heard him. apesk was 
during the visit of the Prince of Wales to 
Uirmingham, at which time Mr. Cham- 
berlain waa mayor, and his reputation 
only just boginning to eniergo beyond the 
local circle. I was then much struck 
with tho incisive force of his oratory. He 
was above all things eminently clear, 
knew what he had at heart., to Hay, and 
was capable of saying it in a manner that 
left his meaning unmiatakablo. But it 
was ehxiuence more (iiuidoriiod than Mr. 
Oobden's. A ))laiii biisineas man talking 
to his townsmen. Mr, Olianiborlain es- 
sayed no flights into fancy. 'I'hero was no 
truco throughout his speeches of thia 
epoch that he had ever read a bonk. It 
will be observed that of late, moro par- 
ticularly within the hist twelve months, 
lu! has laid hinieelf "Ut to aibn'n loa ora- 
tory with literary references and illustra- 
tions drawn from both prose writers and 
poets. He read up hia Burua on tho way 
to Scotland, and delighted the Glasgow 
pooplo with an apt quotation. In fact, in 
hia speech at Glnpgow he "dropped into 
poetry" with a frequency lhat Air. Silas 
Weag in his moat liberal inoinenta did not 
exceed. One of tho London morning 
papers, in repqrting the speech, evidently 
growing tt little tired of the repeated in- 
troduction of verae, gave a comic effect to 
the paasiunato outburst of verae with 
which Mr. Chamberlain closed hi? apoecii 
by printintr it as if it were prose. Mr, 
Oli'imbiulain is even more fuipiiy in his 
introduction of little uiiccdotes, which 
cleverly dealt with and boldly pointed arc 
alwaya effuctive with a crowded aadiencc. 

THE STE.VD-.^R.^tSTKONa CASK. 

People are sick t<i death of the Arm- 
strung case, with its sordid circumstances 
and its tainted atmosphere, Tho reading 
through tho evidence, counsel's question 
and witneasea' answer, given verbatim, is 
like sitting in a cellar in company with a 
draggle tail woman who aniells of gin and 
a blear-eyed master sweep temporarily 
exhausted with tho effect of beating his 
wife. Yot the Loudon papers, pub- 
liah it all, not omitting a single turn 
of iiitterrogation or a minute inflection of 
reply, Tliu worst of it ia that, as far as 
dranialic intereat is ConciTiied, it all leads 
to nothing. You may wiide throui;h col- 
umn after column of the tedious talk, 
and are no nearer the heart of the case 
tliaii after reading Mr. Poland's state- 
ment. The whole caa^, as far aa the de- 
fence have been able to control it, turns 
upon the question whether ^Irs, Arm 
strog did or did not know the purpose for 
which her child was engaged. But 
whether alio did or did not will not affect 
the position of tho defendants in the eye 
of the law. There is no attempt to deny 
tlio spiriting Bway of Eliza Armstrong, 
tho examination to which sho waa aub- 
jeoted, her viait to a brothel and her aub- 
aequont removal to France. This is the 
charge against Mr. Stead and his co-work- 
ors, and it is not denied, and aa the law 
provides certain punishment for thia k4nd 
of thing it will be gathered that tho de- 
fendants are in a peribois position.

No ii^an of the siinte rank 
and fullilliiig similar fiinctions dare do 
now what Rochester, for example, in hia 
day did — llocheator, the most accomplish- 
ed man a(id tho greatest wit of Charlea 
tho Second's time. He boasted that, for 
Bye years together, he waa never ono day 
thoroughly sober. 

A COLD DAY EOU ICE-CUE.\M CONSUMF.KS. 

So much has been aaid at different 
times to the dangers of the cheap ice- 
creams vended on the streets that ono 
might have considered the suhject as 
thoroughly exhausted. The L wioet haa, 
however, discovered li now source of peril. 
The metal spoons used by juvenile and 
other patrons of the ice-cream stall fro- 
(jueiitly remain, it is alleged, unwashed. 
So it ia with tho thick glass receptacle in 
which the free.zing dainty ia "dabbed." 
It f(dlows, in conaecjuenco, that ihu in- 
fected aaliva of one individual "may 
make acquaintance with tho mucuous 
membrane of another," with results the 
reverse of pleasant. The Idea ia a nasty 
ono, yet the warning it conveys should 
not only impress cleanliness on the peri- 
patetic ice cream seller, but maku those 
who delight in hia warea take tho precau- 
tion of enforcing it upon him, by aeeing 
that both spoon and glass are pri)perly 
cleansed before use. 

CUOLEUA IN SICILY— OBITUARY — THE EAST 
ERN CItlSIS. 

The news from Sicily is calculated to 
give rise to tho iptist serious of tears. The 
cholera is advancing with tho moit alarm- 
ing strides. Jsolated cases nro also re- 
corded in several of tho provincoH of upper 
Italy, while tlio condition of Parma is 
litill menacing. In view of the execrable 
sanitary otato of Sicily in general, and tho 
tendency of the inhabitants to panic, it 
^eoms alijioat itnpoesihlo to take a hope- 
ful view of matters. Unless a miraculous 
change for the better takes place, that 
unfortunate country may be looked upon 
aa unhappily destined to be severely 
tried.

Quarterly; the Rev. II n-bert Field Black- 
ett, M. A.; the Rev. George Elwea Corrie, 
D U., master of Jesus college, Cambridge; 

Ho was through the 
Watorloo campaign ia the. capacity of a 
civilian. He represented Marylobone in 
parliameijt from 1838 to 1841; Mu Mon- 
tagu Ohambera, Q. 0.

8ALISBURTS NEWPOET 8PEEGR. 

The speech of Lord Salisbury at New- 
port ia variously commented on by the 
English press. On the wliolo the criti- 
cisms are favorable. The groat atunib- 

, ling-block in the oonservativo progress is 
Parnell. If the intemperate language of 
that leader could have been restrained— 
if hia followers would bo content with 
half-way uioiiauroa until a more favorable 
seuBon — the coiiBurvative course would be 
brighter. But, unfortunately for Britain, 
the liberals have seized upon tiie rumors 
of a coalition between the conservativea 
Bad the Irish party, and are using them 
with apparently great etfect. Of Lord 
Salisbury's Newport oratory the Times it 
excuses his lack of deliniteness on the 
ground that it ia inipnsaiblo for him to 

• define a policy until ho has seen how the 
Parnellites will make their power felt. It 
continues: "His dofenao of the govern- 
ntent'a past policy in Ireland is most un- 
aatisfactory. Ilia pointings to the recent 
prosecutions against boycotting is an ad- 
mission that the coercion act will bo al- 
lowed to lapse. Boycotting will cc';iso- 
qaently extend. His proRnimino ia not a 
thrilling one, but is enough to show that 
the conservative government is not necos- 
aarily doomed to legislative barrenness. " 
The Standard nays: "Lord Salisbury's 
speech waa eminently practical, aa well aa 
eloquent and vi(,'orous,«but the prcrnior'a 
lauHuago, though aufliciuntly vigorous and 
decisive against a disunion of the empire, 
might with advantage have been more 
distinct on the question of Irish self-gov- 
ernment. This waa the most noticeable 
defect in the speech." The Daily Tele- 
graph (liberal) says; "Lord Salisbury's 
speech was a masterpiece of skill, of lucid- 
ity, of arrangement and, wo must add, of 
candor. He does not tiocaao. The bat- 
tle may be aaid to have coniiuouced with hia 
remarkable address, which exhibits all 
the high qualities of the tory leader, as 
woll aa his defects, and must powerfully 
in0Monce public opinion nn more than one 
burning (]ue3tuin." The News says: 
"Lord Salisbury satisfies hia opponents 
and dismay.^ his friends. The policy of 
doing timidly what the liberals would do 
thoroughly will please the older conserva- 
tives more than the ChurcIuUitea. Church- 
ill's ascendancy on the Irish policy is still 
apparent. It is evidently the intention to 
govern Ireland during the winter without 
coercion. Lord Salisibury's remarks on 
federation will distinctly encourage Mr. 
Parnell to persevere. There could scarce- 
]y be a fuller admission of a tacit alliance 
between the Parnellites and the conser- 
vatives." The Pall Mall Gazette saya 
that "Salisbury's speech v.-as creditable, 
and expresses hopes that the premier will 
execute his programme if the conservative 
government ia elected, which, it says, is 
not so improbable as many imagine." Sir 
Richard Cross, the home secretary, in a 
apudoh at Barnaby, said "the government 
would bear Ireland a little longer, and if 
the situation tliure did not improve they 
would resort to stronger measures than 
they had hitherto adopted. An early 
meeting of the cabinet will formulate a 
Boheme of landlord reform in accordance 
with Lord Salisbury's proposals." 

BAJJ VENTILATION. 

At the trustees meeting on Tuesday at- 
tention was called to the "stuffy" and 
badly ventilated schoolhoaae in Johnson 
ward. The atmosphere of the room with 
100 children crowded into it is foul. Wo 
do not batho t\vice in the same water or 
enjoy eating or drinking from unwashed 
dishes. Why, then, should we be satis- 
fied to breathe over and over again the 
same atmosphere 1 Seeds of disease float 
in impure air and tiiid ready access to our 
bodies. Whon in earlier times the more 
careless manner of building houBos lot the 
air freely into the rooms around 
the loosely fitting window frames, 
and the wide open fireplaces readily 
drew out the foul air, the inmates 
of the dwellings (according to modern 
ideas) were more uncomfortable, but they 
were healthier. The ideal of the modern 
building seems to be a hermetically closed 
box, impervious to air from without, nig- 
gardly in the means of allowing the air to 
escape, economy in the use of fuel, pro- 
digality in the waste of life. The care 
generally used in making a building warm 
and dry, should bo aupplomontod by equal 
painstaking in fnrtiishing aufiioient means 
for the proper egress and ingress of fresh, 
air. Not necessarily cold air, but pure 
air, and this accomplished with as little 
draught as possible. If funds cannot be 
had to enlarge Johnson street school wo 
hope that every pusaiblo means will be 
adopted to thoroughly ventilate it. 

A riGOBOUa FOEEWN POLICY. 

The conservatives promised tho country 
a vigorous foreign policy, and last night's 
'diapiitchos load Icj the hope that tliey in- 
tend to keep that promise. It is stated 
that India ia about to march an army in- 
to Bunnah, dethrone the miserable little 
wretch Theebaw, and annex the kingdom 
to the British crown. Theebaiv is tho 
most cruel and bloodthirsty rulor of mod- 
ern tiraea. History records no greater 
atrocities by Nero and other monatera. 
Within the past few years ho has wanton- 
ly put to death in the most baibaroua 
manner many of his s(ibiects, among them 
all his own and bis wifes blood relatives. 
He has revelled in slaughter and actually 
turned the basement of his palace into a 
human shambles, the floors and walls bo ■ 
ing smeared with blood I Lie should have 
been suppressed long since, and wo are 
glad to know that at last retribution is 
about to ovortnke him. The Burmese 
kingdom comprises about 2,000,000 square 
miles and contains 8,000,000 inhabitants 
The soil is fertile and the mountains are 
rich in precious minorals. The kingdom 
was founded 5-J3 years B. C. by Budd- 
hists. The Burmese were once tho most 
powerful nation in India; but two wars 
with the British cost them several of their 
best provinces. 

JBATTEEY^"d." 

Tho Columbian continues to fire away 
on the subject of Battery "C." Our 
worthy contemporary has beaten a retruat 
and now entrenches himself behind an 
anonymous correspondent, who signs him- 
self "Truth." It is said that tho Danube 
river is called "blue" because it is of a 
dirty yellow hue; and the correspondent 
of our mainland contemporary has prob- 
ably adopted tho cognomen of "Truth" 
because his assertions are generally un- 
true. We would remind tho Columbian — 
W9 iiftd almost written "Now Westmin- 



sterian" — that the location of the battery 
'8 no longer matter for discussion. If he 
;3 not inclined to accept the official de- 
clarations of Sir Adolph Caron and Sir 
Hector Langeviu Iti tho house ho might 
have the decency to respect tho de- 
clarations of his excellency the governor- 
general on the same subject. Can he not 
see that he but makes himself ridiculous 
by crying after spilled milk? Battery "C" 
will be located at the place d'annes of the 
of the North Pacific — Esquimalt — and not 
at Coal Harbor, and there is no sense in 
further whining. Let him go and look 
aftor the fish, agricultural and timber ro- 
sourcea of his district, and leave tho loca- 
tion of fortiftoationa and batteries to tho 
military heads of the Dominion. 

THE PUBLIC DEBT OF FRANCE. 

The thoughtful citizens of l''rauco are 
getting anxious over their groat and con- 
tinually- increasing 6ational debt. The 
funded obligations of the republic, which 
at tho time of tho overthrow of the em- 
pire in 1870 were only about §1,500,000,- 
000, had been incroaaed in 1873, by tho 
indemnity paid to Germany and by other 
war.expon3e8, to 84,000,000,000. Since 
1873 there has been a succession of an- 
nual deficits and of temporary borrow- 
ings, so that there is now a floating dobt 
of nearly §2,000,000,000, making the 
public dobt of tho country §0,000,000,000. 
This ia inoro than throe times the amount 
of tlio American debt — greenbacks and 
coin certificjtes included — and more than 
one and a half times the national debt of 
Groat Britain. The population of France

How heavily this 
burden must press upon the industry of 
the French people needs no demonstra- 
tion, and it is no wonder it excites alarm 
among them.

The Canadian Paci'ic railway is now an 
accomplished fact. From one shore of 
the continent to the other the iron road 
stretches across interminablo plains, over 
maf»niBuBHt ruins, through aavaTo paaaoa, 
and up mountain ranges that wore un- 
known before tho piuneers of tho line 
made their memorable survey. From 
Winnipeg to Calgarj' the work waa easy, 
but the lino of the railway from Oalijary 
to Kainloops must, ho reijard-id as ona of 
the ongiiu'ering triunipha of the world. 
For tho tirot time in tho history of mini 
the passage of the Selkirk range has boon 
made as easy as that over Salisbury plain. 
The beiie5ts of this great undertaking to 
Canada will be inestimable. British Col- 
umbia has now been joined to the sister 
states. Now Westminster ia within a 
week of Ottawa. Tho yreat timber sup- 
ply of Puget Sound; tho Columbia fish- 
eries; tho Alaska seal industries; the pro- 
ducts of Vancouver's island have tiow a 
new and speedy outlet to the devouring 
east. The population there now fear no 
longer, in the same degree, their want of 
coast defeucea. Within seven days 
troops and artillery und aniiiiunition may 
reach them from tho military head(iiiar- 
tors of the Dominion. Portions of Asia, 
too, may find this new space of civiliza- 
tion a shorter and cheaper route to Euro- 
pean markota. Tliia work 13 a great monu- 
niont to human skill courage and eiidnr- 
anco.

400 bonrds of health have been estab 
liabed in tho province of Quebec. 

Quebec, Oct, 15 — Tlio newspapers 
here charge tho Ganndiaii Railway Co, 
with an intention of abandoning tho 
route to the sea through Canadian ter 
ritory, and favor a route through tho 
United States, to be acqnired by the pur- 
chase of the Wellaiid and Oj^denalm rg 
road The Canadian Pacitic railway, they 
say, would connoct with thia road by tho 
Southeastern, and Portland would be 
nude a winter port. 

JLeprosy. 

For some months during tho summer 
and fall uf last year a Clunimau was de- 
tained in tho Raol sulferiiig from what was 
supposed to be leprosy. Ho was finally 
discharged, a conclusion having bean 
come to that it was not leprosy. He has 
since found his way into gaol again, and 
hia disoriler is pronounced once more 
(this time by Dr. Jackaon) to be leprosy. 
The health ofliceraaya it ia uf a type that 
is non-contagious, and a Ohineso inter- 
preter, who asserted that he had wit- 
nessed hundreds of auch cases in China, - 
also agreed as to tho inipoaaibility of its 
being communicated; althougli at the 
same time acrupuloualy avoiding contact 
with the afllicted subject, Thia latttr 
works on the street with the rest of the 
chaingang, which soemi to be an uu- 
ncccsaary exposure of tho other pifisoners 
to risk of contagion. The disease is a 
terrible one, and so lotiR as the iiuposai- 
bllily or possibility of it — in ita present 
form aa exhibited in the prisoner — being 
imparted to others is only conjectural, the 
poor victim should be isolated and such 
unnecessary chances be avoided. A 
Chinese doctor, who is himself a prisoner 
in the gaol, says of the man, that in about 
two years a dry rot will set in, commenc- 
ing at the e.itremitios and eating away by 
slow degrees until tho conditions under 
which life can exist no longer remain. 
For fifteen and even twenty years has 
leprosy oontended with a victim, until 
death has come aa a release, and so in- 
sidious an affection is it that it m.ay bo in 
the system for one, two or more years 
before its presence ia suspected. VVitli 
so fearful a contemplation aa tho slight 
est possibility cf the communicatioti of 
such a disease, it is neither wise nor right 
that tho leprous prisoner should be al- 
lowed to mix indiscriminately with thiiso 
who bj^ various mischances are lorced to 
osaociiTTe wit h hini. 

Another Chinaman, in oven a worse 
state than the one in gaol, is living in tho 
heart of Ohin&town.

The Canadian Pacific the Larg- 
est Organization in the 
World ! 

Esquimau the Best Harbor on 
the North Pacific Coast. 



(St. Paul Globe, Oct. 7.) 
As the Canadian Pacific uears comple- 
tion there is a good deal of diecuasion aa 
to ita PaciSc terminus. An impreasion 
that Victoria is in danger of losing ita 
importanco aa tho chief city of British 
Columbia through tho building up of a 
rival on the mainland is not without 
foundation. The Canadian Paoifia road 
now ends at Port Moody, or Burrard In- 
let, nn arm cf Georgia Straits, opposite 
Nanaiiiio harbor or Vancouver Island. 
The distance across Georgia Straita at 
this point ia thirteen miles, and tho dis- 
tance from Nauaimo by land down to Vic- 
toria is in the neighborhood of sijity 
miles. A line of road connecting Victoria 
and Nanaimo is now under_ contract, and 
tho management of tho main line has de- 
clared ita intention of transferring ita 
trains across the atraita by ferry-boal .s, 
tho passage only reiiuiring an hour. The 
distance saved by ships stopping at Vic- 
toria or Eaquimalt instead of going Co 
I'ort Moody is about sixty-five miles, 
and the harbor at Esquimalt is 
better than tho harbor at Port flioody or 
at any other point on tho mainland. 
Which will be the principal torniinua of 
the line remains to be aeen, but it ia pos- 
sible that the management will have a 
transfer systd'H across tho straits. It 
will, however, be decided shortly, na tho 
line will be cipen for through traffic by 
the last of this week, and any delay in 
coming to a final dociaion will bo a Ipsa 
of rovenuo to tho company, aa terminal 
facilities will have to bo provided, and to 
decido on Victoria after arvaiigoinents 
have been made at Pnrt Moody will bo a 
loss of what waa expended at Port Moody. 
It ia not probable that anything will bo 
done in this matter thia season. The port 
all'ordiiig the beat tiiitranco to eteiviiiera of 
heavy tiinniigo will most likely bo decided 
upon, as the Canadian Pacific ia contem- 
plating the ' inauguration uf a steamship 
lino from China to connect with its tveal;- 
ern terminal, The tJanadian PaciSo will 
bo tho largest corporation in the world if 
the aoheniea spoken of are carriud out.

The Allan Steainahip Coiiip;iny, of Mon- 
treal, will do ita busineaa nonjss tho At- 
lantic, and it is said that some of the 
ships of this liue will bo taken to tho Pa- 
cilic coaat to work the China and Japan 
trade, for the Canadian Pacific and the 
railway company will not be under the 
neccasiiy of buying its own steamahips. It 
is stilted tliat the Allan Steamship Co. is 
buying stock of the railway contpany and 
the two are cloBulj connected. Theso 
ateainshipa will coiiimenco plying the Pa- 
cific next season, eo it ia said, and form a 
strong' competition with tho Northern 
Pacitic, which intends doing tho aatiie 
thing, and which it really commenced 
with the stoaiiier Isabel that arrived at 
Tacoma with a oonaigament of tea from 
Yokohama, Japan, The Northern PaoiBo 
ia now arranging for a fleet of sailing ves- 
aels and will bo into the oriental and oc- 
cidental trade first.

1 1, is iiivariai)ly llui case that some 
of tho passoHoers are aea aick; thia morn- 
ing, although we had only tl.rde ladies, two 
werosick; have alwuya followed out tho 
inaiructiuiis given by Dr. Jackson. 

Cross- examined — Did not know that 
Mra. Miller was ana-sick; I did stato on 
tho Uth of Ool oliiT that "I was not awaro 
that iMra. .Miiicr was aick, but that 
the slewar.l hadloKl ino that she was a 
little aea bil k." 1 ivaa informed of this 
tho iie.Kt trip, I waa furnialiod with tho 
quarantine regulationn on the 8ih inst. , 
after arriving in Ihe oily. Never had 
sickness »ii board the boat before. Ran 
here during tho .Miiallpox excitement, but 
had nil Ifouhie lli-.'ii . On the .Sth iiistiiiit 
there was a heavy tuvt il, and a number of 
the paaaeiigers were unwell. 

Ills hoiKir seated that ho was quite con- 
viiui^'d that Capt. Wilson wan not awaro 
that then- was any case of sicknoaa on 
board. The point was, did ignorance of 
that f\ct riiliavo him of die rospnnaibilityf 

Tho d(-fonpe aryiiud that it did. Tho 
cvidenoi) wont to aho-.v that; it waa an un- 
duveloped 0-.18B of smallpox, but no un- 
pr.ifoat^ional man would have suapeotod 
that there was anything wrong. The 
voyage was only of a few hours and it 
would be preposterous to hold the master 
liable.

"American illustrated trade catalogues 
excel all others in the world, " said ii 
piiator tlio other day. "No other country 
produces any in comparison. With Jheni 
cat^pgue printing has become a wouder- 
larahd - distinct business iu itself. It is 
conceded by the most distinguished 
European art critic that Americans liavo 
surpassed all otUcr nations io printing, 
ana have' 'well-nigh ddnd so in 'Wood en- 
grayiufc. The. great silverware liouscs 
ofixlilit: i great- city publish more 
ccatly and gorgeous catalogues than any 
other line of trade. Thoy usually issue one 
edition of 7,000 ,coiiies, because thoy 
hare ahout tiiat:many customers. One 
house on Broadway paid $100,000 for its 
edition of 7,000 last year, .while other 
■ilverwaro houses paid-sums I'anging from 
$85,000 to $50,000. Another house, bo- 
sidss publishing a trade catalogue, issues 
a handbook for its customers, at a cost of 
$«,000. 

"The $100,000 citalogues were all folio 
size and contained -100 pai^es. They con- 
tained about 1,000 v/ood and .steel au- 
gravinga and photographic and litho- 
graphic sketches. I'lach book weighed 
about 14 pounds, The big edition con- 
sumed -15 tons of„|ivo linest and heaviest 
calendered papoittueiide expressly for tliu 
purpose, and of ifeigher grade than used 
In any otlicr work of the bookmaker's 
art: 12 tons of cardboard, and :i,()00 
yards of the liucst silk cloth for the 
covera The prcsswork alone for the 
7,000 copies cost -fJ.OOO, and 210,000 
sheets of gold leaf and 40,000 sheets of 
silver leaf were used. 

"To print the covers of the books throe 
colors are used. This reiiuires the use of 
three different plates. The iirst prints 
the groundwork, and is worked cold. 
wLilo the last two, which print it. gold 
and silver leaf, must be worked hot. Js ow, 
in heating these plates thoy expand one- 
fourth of an inch, so that allowances 
must be made for the e.Ypansion— a dllli- 
cult job indeed, when some of the Qgurcs 
are very minute, und an imperfect regis- 
ter would result in great loss. 

"The litliographic work is the chief 
poiit of interest, for as many as fifteen 
tints are often used. In some catalogues 
a one page design of three plates costs 
$1,200. One largo house on iieckman 
street, whose goods include wash-basins 
made oE chinaware with colored designs 
pays $150 a page for plates. A publi.qliiug 
bouse up town, which makes a specialty 
of issuiug yearly a co-operative cata- 
logue, charges .$500 for a one-page design. 

"In the nioro economical catalogues, 
sunh as those issued by the hardware, 
stove, locoinotivo. machinery and cutlery 
hoiises, there is no auch expensive charac- 
ter of work, h-jl they are printed in the 
best manner possible, on good surface 
book paper, and illustrated with tiio best 
wood engravings. The cost is often from 
18,000 to $12,000 for an edition. "
